NO “DEVERISM” 
SAYS HERTER 

Governor Herter warned to- 
day that a return to ““Dever- 
ism’ in the State govern- 
ment would mean a “crippl- 
ing loss’ of employment op- 
portunities for Massachusetts 
citizens.” 

He made that statement as 
he urged the election of Sum- 
ner G. Whittier as the next 
Governor of Massachusetts.
